A Continuation Patent Application ("Application") was filed on September 29, 1998 and the 
return postcard was received in our office on October 9, 1998. A docket entry stating "09/29/98 - 
Continuation Application filed with PTO" was added to the docket entry ("Exhibit C") for U.S. 
Letters Patent No. 5,813,261 ("Parent"). 

Yesterday, June 14, 2001, the applicant called and asked about this pending patent application. 
The United States Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") PAIR system ("PAIR") was checked 
("Exhibit D") and, for the first time, we became aware of the abandoned status of the 
Application. We contacted the applicant and discussed the abandonment. 

According to Exhibit D, two Office Actions were mailed, on November 23, 1998 and the other on 
September 13, 1999. Our PTO Mail Log ("Exhibit £"') shows that neither Office Action was 
received by our office.

DECISION ON PETITION 
TO WITH DRAW. THE 
HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 


This is in reply to applicant's petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment filed in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on June 18, 2001. There is no fee for 
this petition. 


The petition is DISMISSED. 


A review of the file record indicates that the application was held abandoned for failure to 
timely respond to the Office action dated November 30, 1998. 

The applicant requests that the abandonment be withdrawn on the grounds that the applicant 
never received the Office action due to an error by the USPTO in mailing the Office action to 
an improper mailing address. Applicant asserts that a change of address was submitted and 
entered into the parent application and that correspondence mailed from USPTO was 
previously sent to the correct mailing address. 

A review of the file reveals that the correspondence address listed in the original declaration of 
this application (a copy of that originally filed in parent application 08/742,133) was at 721 
Emerson. This was the correspondence address of record. Although a change of address has 
been updated in the parent application, it is not the responsibility of USPTO to ensure that the 
address is updated in all subsequent applications. Because the applicant did not follow 
through and submit the address change for application 09/162,562, prior to the mailing of the 
Office action dated November 30, 1998, the Office action was mailed to the correct address of 
record. While it is customary for the USPTO to attempt to locate the correct mailing address of 
a correspondence returned as undeliverable, the failure on the Office to successfully do so 
does not eliminate applicant's responsibility to timely file a change of correspondence address. 

Given that the applicant failed to change the correspondence address it is not surprising that f } 
the applicant failed to receive the Office action. Indeed it is currently in the file; returned as — ^ 
undeliverable. While MPEP 711.03(c) does give an applicant the ability to petition to show that f^f^ 
a communication from the Patent Office was not received, this is predicated on the fact that rL i io ' 
applicant was at the correspondence address to receive the communication. MPEP 711.03(c) l c i Ji 
also requires an applicant to show that "due care was taken to adhere to the requirement for h p; ' ' ' 
prompt notification in each concerned application for the change of address". Clearly applicant ^ JL 
was at a new address since at least late 1998. Since applicant was apparently not at the ■

address of record, and the Office action was correctly mailed to the address of record, the 
procedure outlined in 1 156 OG 53 is not available to the applicant and the alleged showing of 
non-receipt of the Notice of Allowance is not persuasive to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment in this application. 

It is noted that there remains no change of address in this application. This decision will be 
mailed to the address of the attorney of record as listed on the petition but the official 
correspondence address of record will remain as listed on the declaration as filed. 

The unnecessary $130.00 petition fee for the above petition will be refunded to the applicant 
under separate cover. 

Applicant may wish to consider filing a petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(a) (unavoidable 
delay) or 37 CFR 1.137(b) (unintentional delay) as discussed below. 

I. Unavoidable Delay. 

A grantable petition to revive an abandoned application under 37 CFR 1.137(a) must 
be accompanied by: (1) the required reply (unless previously filed), which may be met 
by the filing of a continuing application in a nonprovisional application abandoned for 
failure to prosecute; (2) the petition fee required by 37 CFR 1.17(1); and (3) an 
adequate showing to the satisfaction of the Commissioner that the entire delay in filing 
the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(a) was unavoidable. 

The showing requirement can be met by submission of statements of fact establishing that the 
delay in filing the reply was unavoidable. This includes a satisfactory showing that the cause 
of the delay resulting in failure to reply in a timely fashion to the Office action was unavoidable. 
Diligence during the time period between abandonment and filing of the petition to revive must 
also be shown. 


As an alternative to filing a petition for unavoidable abandonment, a petition for revival of an 
application abandoned unintentionally under 37 CFR 1.137(b) might be appropriate. 

II. Unintentional Delay. 

A grantable petition to revive an abandoned application under 37 CFR 1.137(b) must 
be accompanied by: (1) the required reply (unless previously filed), which may be met 
by the filing of a continuing application in a nonprovisional application abandoned for 
failure to prosecute; (2) the petition fee required by 37 CFR 1.17(m); and (3) a 
statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional. 

The petition fee required by law for filing a petition under unavoidable standard is $110. The 
fee for a petition under the unintentional standard is $1 ,240. If applicant has, or can qualify as 
a "small entity" and does so prior to or together with the payment of the fee, the fee will be 
one-half of the amount indicated. 

If not previously filed, the reply to the outstanding Office action must accompany the petition to 
revive.
